SUDDEN ILLNESS IS FATAL TO 
NOTED YACHTSMAN AND CIV- 
IC LEADER 


The Avalanche deems it a privilege 
to reprint: part of an article that ap- 
peared in one of the Toledo papers re- 
garding S. O. Richardson, who passed 
away in Grayling May lst. He was 
well known in Grayling where he and 
his family have spent many pleasant 

- summers, 


S. O. Richardson, Jr., 68, outstand- 
ing Toledo business man and_ civic 
leader, died Sunday at 1:30 a.m.in a 
little hospital on the AuSable river at 
Grayling, Mich., following an emerg- 
ency operation. 

News of his death came as a_ great 
shock. Mr. Richardson, with his son, 
§,.O. Richardson, III; his granddaugh- 
ter, Patsy Richardson; James Hodge, 
an intimate friend, and his chauffeur, 
drove to the Richardson summer home 
Friday morning. That evening he was 
stricken suddenly with what appeared 
to be an attack of acute indigestion. 

His conditior became so serious that 
he was removed the six miles from the 
Richardson cabin, “The Cabins,” to the 
hospital. 

s. Richardson and Drs. L. C. 
Grosh and Lewis I’. Smead were sum- 
moned. The physicians diagnosed the 
trouble as in the pancreas. An ab- 
dominal operation was performed at 
10:30 p. m. Saturday after all efforts 
to relieve the trouble had been un- 
availing. Three hours later Mr. Rich- 
ardson died, surrounded by all of the 
members of his. family except his: 
son, A. B. Richardson, and wife who 
are hurrying home from Denver, Col. 


Left in Good Health 

Commodecre Richardson, as he was 
familiarly known from one end of the 
lakes to the other and throughout the 
glass industry of the country with; 
which he had been intimately connect- 
ed for almost half a century, left here 
apparently in the hest of health. | 

First news of his death was receiv-' 
ed ky members of his family and by 
George E. Hardy, clerk of courts, with 
whom he had been ‘associated in the 
Toledo purt commission. 

The news of his death spread 
idly through the city. Probably the 
passing of no man in Toledo has met 
with more genuine regret. Able, cour- 
ageous, kindly, with a broad con¢ep- 
tion of his civic obligations, he was 
called upon in many emergencies in 
national, state and city affairs—dur- 
ing the war, in the floods that swept, 
Ohio in 1918, in various city emerg- 
encies such as that presented by the 
adoption of the Milner street railway 
ordinanee under which Mr. Richardson 
became the city’s representative on th® 
traction board. of directors.

Mr. Richardson was 
president of the Fifty Associates Co., 
builders of the Richardson building at 
St. Clair street and Jefferson avenue, 
and holder of other valuable proper- 
ties. He was president of the Richard- 
son Company, a corporation formed to 
assist new industries to locate in 
Toledo and to assist corporations tem- 
porarily in trouble. He was a director

EVIDENCES OF PREHISTORIC

| STOP FLOOD PERIL 


Peoria (lll.) Conference Urges 
Relief; Reed Demands — 
Special Session. 


Excelsior Springs, Mo.—Declaring 
a “grave duty” rests on the govern- 
ment io furnish prompt assistance, 
Senator Reed of Missour{ hes urged 
President Coolidge to call a special 
session for relief to Mississippi valley 
flood sufferers. In a telegram to the 
President Senator Reed suggested the 
special session should be Imited to 
flood rélief and passage of the defeat- 
ed deficiency appropriation bill. 


Peoria, Ul—Headed -by Chairman 
Frank R. Reid, Aurora, of the house 
flood control committee, a conference 
held here grappled with the Missis- 
aippi flood problem. 

Jt heard proposals for $1,000,000,000 
for waterways in the next ten years 
and for a definite federal flood control 
policy and an estimate of the part 
states can play, 

“The government is strong enough 
and rich enough,” said Representative 
W. E. Hull of Peorla, “to expend $160,- 
000,000 a year for ten years on the 
waterways. Anything less would. be 
false economy and would not produce 
desired results. 

“Natural resources are awaiting de- 
velopment. It is up to congress to 
begin now to put them in force.” 

M. G. Barnes, Iinois superintendent 
of waterways, made the first sugges- 
tion for control. 

“Loss from the flood has atready 
exceeded the cost of the Panama ca- 
nal,” he said. “More has been lost 
than the total spent by thé federal 
government and all the states for all 
Mississtppi dikes and levees, 

He also received a telegram from 
Secretary Hoover, reading in part: “IL 
will march along with you on any of 
the things I know you want to do.” 

S. S. Tanner, national director of 
the Modern Woodmen, first named the 
ainount,. saying it was none too large, 

“The government ought to begin 
with a billion,” said Mr. Tanner. “We 
provided a dozen times that for the 
Kurvpean nations during the war.” 


Washington. — Possibility that the 
whole system of flood control in the 
Mississippi river valley may have to 
be changed as the result of the studies 
ordered by President Coolidge was ex- 
pressed at the White House, 

There, it was said, the whole prob- 
lem is of such magnitude that the 
President feels that flood control meth- 
ods in practice today should be recon- 
sidered and changes made if investi- 
gations reveal a better solution. 

The President, however, made It 
clear that he does not wish to be rep- 
resented as having made up his mind 
at this time, His view is that the 
whole subject of levee construction, 
use of reservoirs, reforestation and 
storing of waters in the tributaries 
to the Mississippi must all be given 
careful attention before a final dect- 
sion is reached. 

In his opinion, the problem is of so 
great importance that ‘ie govern- 
ment must be prepared to have legisla- 
tfon passed which will make it {mpos- 
sible for such a disaster to recur. 

To speed up action when ‘congress 
meets, President Coolldge suggested 
that the committees in the house and 
senate which have cherge of flood 
control legislation should begin their 
{novestigations immediately. 

Hardly had the President's wishes 
as to congressional activity been made 
publie before it was announced at the 
capitol that the senate commerce com- 
mittee and the house flood control 
committee will go to the Mississippi

Baton Rouge.—Outstanding develop- 
ments !n the Mississippi river flood 
area are these: 

Secretaries Hoover and Davis are 
here ‘for a rehabilitation conference, 
after announcement at Vicksburg that 
approximately $25,000,000 is available 
for that purpose through general bank- 
ing sources for Arkansas, Mississipp!

Rescue boats, aided by the newly 
installed radio system, 
patched to new points where refugees 
had congregated and the desperate 
battle to save the Red, Old and Mis- 
sissippi levees continued. 


Memphis, Tenn.—More than 100,000 
of tle 178,566 refugees in the sixty 
concentration camps within the seven 
states of the Mississippi valley flood 
area have been immunized with ty- 
phold and smallpox vaccine. 

With a small scattering of new cases 
of both diseases reported to Dr, Wil- 
Iiam Reddén, médical alrector of the 
Red Cross, efforts have been made to 
hasten vaccination for all persons fn 
the flood zone, bince the recession of 
waters is expected to accentuate dan-

The Land Economic Survey field 
party, consisting of eight men from 
the department of conservation, the 
state department of Michigan State 
College and the U. S. bureau of soils, 
left Lansing on May 10th to start the 
economic survey of Kalkaska and 
Crawford counties. This survey will 
make an inventory of the resources in 
these counties which includes the sail, 


agriculture, forests, water power, 
geology, recreation and economic, 
conditions. 


The field mapping and investiga- 
tion will be completed this summer 
and the results of the inventory then 
printed as maps and reports for dis- 
tribution to the public by the depart- 
ment of conservation. A similar in- 
ventory has been completed in Char- 
levoix, Ogemaw,: Antrim, Roscom- 
mon, Alpena, Menominee counties, 
and all but a part of Chippewa coun- 
ty. The maps and reports on. these 
counties are now being prepared for| 
publication and. distribution. With 
the completion of this season’s field 
work, the Land Economie Survey will 
have inventoried the resources of 
4,000,000 acres in the upper part of 
the state.

TO BE PAID OR EXCHANGED 


Steps Taken to Inform All Holders ~ 
Washington, D. C., May 9.—Seere- ; 


tary Mellon has called for payment on 
November 15, 1927, all outstanding 
Second Liherty Loan bonds. . Interest 
on these bonds will cease on November 
15, 1927, Approximately $1,700,000,- 
000 of these bonds are now outstand- 
ing. . 

While the bonds will be paid on Nox 
vember 15, 1927, it is quite probable 
that during the next six months the 
treasury will extend to the holders of 
the Seeond Liberty Loan bonds an op- 
portunity to exchange them for other 
Government securities. No announce- 
ment has as yet been made.as to the 
type of security to be offeyed in ex- 
change, or the date on which:the ex- 
change offer may be expetted. - The 
treasury explains that the terms of 
the bonds require that a notice be giv- 
en to the public six months in advance 
of the redemption date. The secre- 
tary’s announcement, therefore, does 
not mean that the bonds will be paid 
at the present time, but merely places 
the holders on notice that. their bonds 
will be redeemed on November 15, and 
will cease to bear interest on that 
date. 

If holders of Second Liberties desire 
to have their bonds redeemed, they 
should present them for payment on 
November 15, 1927, but if they desire 
other Government. obligations in place 
of their Seconds, they should watch 
for further announcement and notify 
their bank to keep them informed of 
any exchange offering that may later 
he made by- the treasury.

General Business Conditions are Good 


ee 


(By Wayne W. Putnam, Assistant 
Secretary, Union Trust Co., Detroit.) 
Four months of 1927 nave passed 
into history. The general - economic 
situation throughout those four 
months has been quite satisfactory. 
Many influences Lert been at work to 
make business. good, .chief. of. .-which/ 
have been the abundance of money and 
continued steadiness in the purchasing 
power of the dollar. These influences | 
give promise of supporting a volume 
of commercial and {ndustrial activity 
well above normal duriig the remain- 
der of the year. The month of April 
witnessed further «additions to the 
ranks of those who believe that busi- 
ness during 1927 will be more than 
normally good. 

As the year wears on, it becomes in- 
creasingly apparent that he who 
would play the game of business suc- 
cessfully must from now on know 
thoroughly the principles of market- 
ing, production and finance and ‘under- 
stand their application to his own par- 
ticular business. The rule-of-thumb 
type of business man is passing out 
and his place is being taken by the 
man who is broadly trained in the 
fundamental principles of sound busi- 
ness practice. The latter do not fear 
the present era of increasing competi- 
tion but regard it rather as an oppor- 
tunity to display their skill and to 
earn still larger rewards. 

The soft coal. strike, now a month 
old, has been little felt. | Prominent 
coal operators predict that the strike 
will be long drawn out. Large stocks 
above ground, together with non- 
union mine production, will take care 
of the country’s. needs for several 
months. Meanwhile, 150,000 miners 
will be idle. Bituminous coal prices 
are expected to rise until the strike 
ends. Prices, f. 0. b. mines, rose 250 
per cent between April and September 
during the soft coal strike of 1922. 
Other unfavorable influences in the 
present business situation are the 
Mississippi valley floods, which are 
checking trade in that section, and re- 
duced automobile output and building 
construction, estimated at 15 and 10 
per cent respectively for the first 
quarter, when compared with a year 
ago. 

Favorable influences far outnumber 
those that are unfavorable. | Bank 
clearings the last week in April ex- 
ceeded those of the corresponding 
week in 1926. Car loadings continue 
at high levels, placing the railroads in 
one of the most prosperous . positions 
in their history. Commodity prices 
are holding steady, which gives the as- 
surance that inflation does not exist. 
The crop outlook is excellent. Another 
large crop of winter wheat is indicat- 
ed. Commercial inventories are in 
keeping with demand. Further gains 
are reported by the cotton textile in- 
dustry. Business organizafions. gen- 
erally have good cash balances. Pay- 
rolls are very close to the high level 
of a year ago. Production of steel 
continues very large. Further addi- 
tions were made in April to our gold 
holdings which now equal one-half of 
the world’s supply. Navigation on the 
Great Lakes, which opened two weeks 
earlier than last year, is proving a 
stimulus to business. 

The general business situation in 
the state of Michigan, like that of the 
nation as a whole, is above normal. 
Manufacturers generally are opto- 
mistic concerning the outlook. The 
electric refrigeration industry, one of 
the states most promising businesses, 
is expanding rapidly. Furniture fac-. 
tories report a better tone in business. 
Manufacturing establishments gener- 
ally are well occupied and are showing 
steady improvement. The situation, 
however, is somewhat spotty. A num- 
ber of automobile factories are work- 
ing at capacity, others are operating 
at or below normal: 

Output of cars and trucks for the 
first four months of 1927 justified the 
predictions made by motor authorities 
early in the year that 4,000,000 ve- 
hicles would be manufactured in 1927. 
Early estimates place production for 
April in the neighborhood .of the out- 
put for March which was 409,344 cars 
and trucks. Production of Ford cars 
for March is estimated at 80,000 ve- 
hicles, an increase of 20,000 units in 
comparison with the February output. 
Dodge Brothers and the Ford Motor 
Company by early summer will intro- 
duce new models which both com- 
panies confidently expect will boost 
sales in a large way. 

Employment continued to increase 
in most parts of the state during 
April. Labor in. almost all communi- 
ties is now well employed. Several 
cities report a shortage of skilled 
labor. Farm and public improvement 
work and the opening of lake shipping 
is absorbing many workmen. There 
has been a small gain in employment 
in Detroit during the past month. 

Building construction continues to 
move along at a good pace. - Twenty 
per cent of our correspondents report 
a shortage of houses, and seventy-five 
per cent advise that a good volume of 
new construction is being - planned. 
Prices of building materials are 
slightly lower than a year ago. De- 
troit’s building permits for April show 
a small gain in value compared with 
those for the month of March. 

Irving Fisher’s commodity price in- 
dex, based on 100 for 1918, has been 
almost stationary for over a month 
and now stands at )39.6. There are 
no indications that commodity prices 
will experience a decided upward 
movement in the near fature. 

Practically all sectiona of the state 
report money sufficient for local needs 
and the demand good to strofig. There 
has been practically no change in the 
rates which prevailed a month ago. 

An early spring and favorable crop 
conditions have placed the. Michigan 
farmer in a good position. Crops are 
being planted and farm work in gener- 
al is progressing very satisfactorily. 
Winter wheat, rye and pastures are 
in very good condition. Fruit trees 
have been injured by frosts in only a 
few localities.

In an attempt to encourage a great- 
er distribution of the war surplus ex- 
plosive, pyrotol, among the farmers 
of northern Michigan, the Michigan 
Central Railroad, through their agri- 
cultural department, has taken over 
the exhibit prepared by the agricultur- 
al engineering department of the 
Michigan State College and are plac- 
ing it in all the banks in towns along 
their northern division. 
This exhibit is now on display at the 
bank of Grayling, where all farmers 
are urged to come and see it. It will 
be taken away on Monday, May 16th. 
Pyrotol is valuable for land clear- 
ing, rock blasting and ditch blowing, 
besides numerous other farm uses. 
Large stones and stumps are a con- 
stant worry to, farmers in many sec- 
tions of northern Michigan. A few 
dollars invested in this cheap explo- 
sive can save the farmer many times 
its cost in decreased repair on machin- 


(3). During the summer, rogue the 
potatoes.

Already the motor tourist is abroad 

in the land. Already those who are 

not touring are dreaming of tours, of 
wonderful care-free vacations that 
are to be. But unless the dreams are 
mixed in reasonable quantity with the 
ingredient of common sense, the won- 
derful vacation may result disastrous- 
ly. Typhoid fever is a disease which 
formerly devastated whole peoples. It 
caused more deaths in past wars than 
bullets did. In Michigan in 1900 the 
death rate from typhoid fever was

If the white 
flesh of the potato is discolored to a 
brownish yellow, or a yellowish 
brown, burn or bury that potato. No 
other way has yet been found for 
handling Fusarium Wilt.

this week. Both houses ‘passed resolu- 
tions of respect:and sympathy, while 
Capitol flags are at half-mast. The 
senator had been in poor health for 
some time, but. was back at his desk 
Monday, taking an active interest in 
legislative matters. That evening, in 
his room at the hotel, while convers- 
ing with friends, he suddenly  col- 
lapsed and death was immediate. 
Cireuit court. judges throughout the 
states are given an increase in pay of 
$2,500 per year under a bill which has 
passed both houses and is now await- 
ing the signature of Governor Green.

The University of Michigan appro- 
priation bills as passed by the Senate 
Wednesday closely approximate the 
amounts requested by President Lit- 
tle.

Included in this program is 
land for a woman's league building, 
sites and buildings for women’s dor- 
mitories, a modern elementary school 
building, two additional stories for the 
nurses’ building and a new wing for 
Angell hall. The limitation of $3,700,-

Keep them spread 
out thin and. strictly away from

The writer has many times gone 
through the above process of soaking 
seed and of cutting off the stem end 
to look for Fusarium Wilt. It is not 
a bad job. It is simply one of the 
steps in good farming, like cleaning 
up seed oats in good shape for seed 
with a fanning mill. Just before 
coming here as agent, the writer, 
alone, treated over 190 bushels . of 
seed potatoes, as above, and picked 
up each potato and inspected it for 
shape and cut off the stem end of 
each for Fusarium Wilt. 

Never use a pear-shaped potato 
for seed. As we increase the fertil- 
ity of fields on our farm, we have in- 
creased the amount of seed used per 
acre. Where we used tGidise 7 bush- 
els of poor, sad little rtints per acre, 
we now use 20 bushels of choicest, 
hill-selected,. treated seed per acre. 

e have increased the fertility of 
the fields by this simple method: 

Manure an alfalfa or sweet clover 
sod in fall and fall-plow. In spring, 
menure again and thoroughly dise 
manure in with heavy dise, drawn by 
four horses. Then apply 4 sacks of 
acid phosphate (500 pounds) per 
acre.

Water 
Ruth. may: be sparkling and clear, and yet 
carry in it a. sufficient number of 
germs to cause almost certain infec- 
tion. Water may. have been tested at 
some previous time, but at the present, 
moment.be unfit for use. Boil the 
water that you drink or use for clean- 
ing your teeth unless it has been 
tested and found free from taint with- 
in the year. 

Milk, unless properly pasteurized, 
should be boiled. Even though you 
believe it to have been produced un- 
der sanitary conditions, do not feed 
it to small children or infants unless 
it is boiled. 

A third precaution urged by those 
who know is vaccination against ty- 
not bring complete immunity to tha 
phoid fever. Such eee does 
disease. It will not protect against 
massive doses of infection, but it will 
bring relative immunity and will pro- 
tect against ordinary infection. Three 
shots of the typhoid vaccine are given 
in series of a week apart. The vaca- 
tion should be planned so that there 
will be time for the whole series in 
advance, The use of the serum coupled 
with the simple precaution of using 
boiled milk and water, should insure 
vacations free from the danger of ty- 
phoid,
